The writer, representing the 
California Pipe Trades Council, 
attended the two-day seventh 
statewide Governor’s Industrial 
Conference in Los Angeles on 
February 7 and 8. Nearly 1300 
labor, industry and Govern- 
ment leaders attended the con- 
ference, which was held at the 
Biltmore Hotel. It was reported 
to the delegates that: 

1. Every 12 seconds of the 
work day a California worker 
is injured on the job. 

2. Every 51 seconds a worker 
{s disabled. 

3. Every day three workers 
are killed on their jobs. 

In his address Governor 
Knight stated that labor, man- 
agement, and the Government 
are engaged in a crusade to re- 
duce “the tragic toll of injury 
and death on the job”. He also 
said that this year’s budget 
calls for a 22% increase in ap- 
propriation for industrial rela- 
tions, a large portion of which 
will be devoted to industrial 
safety programs, with antici- 
pated 85% increase in the| 
number of safety engineers on 
the job. In conclusion Governor | 
Knight said that last year Cali- 
fornia provided 20% of all the 
nation’s new jobs and that 
California is gradually improv- 
ing its accident rate and that 
while employment was up 614% | 
last year, injuries went up only| 
6 percent. 

I attended sectional meet- 
ings and discussions of con- 
struction committees, repre- 
senting Northern and Southern 
California. These meetings were 
well attended, with some U. A. 
local unions represented as 
well. 

It was reported that the Di- 
vision of Safety, Industrial Re- 
lations -Department corrected 
80,000 violations of the safety 
codes last year. Of this there 
were 118 tabbed, “Not to be 
used till fixed”. (This covers 
equipment).

HOME BUILDING 21.7% 


A total of 31,977 permits 
for new homes were issued 
in the nine Bay Area coun- 
ties during 1956. This total 
was 29.3% below the record 
45,222 set in 1955, accord- 
ing to a report by the San 
Francisco Bay Area Coun- 
cil. 

All counties showed a de- 
crease from 1955 in the 
numbers of residential per- 
mits issued during the year. 
The decreases ranged from 
11.6% in Sonoma county to 
55.3% in Solano county. 

In Alameda county the 
decrease was 21.7%.
